against a single researcher or prejudice in favor of a major newspaper. Jourrit 
ticelly, it is an important end costly discrimination against me. As I "at th.” ' 
time declared, I could conceive of no regulation that permitted the withholdir 
the agreement on the return of the pictures and A-reys said to be .those of 
Presidential autopsy st the time of my request.
